cerning Shooting of Capt. 


David W. McNabb.

Witnesses Declare 
American 
Flier

McNabb was one kilometer across 
the border Hying over Mexican ter­ 
ritory when shot yesterday b\ Mex­ 
ican soldiers, General Garza, com­ 
mander of tile Carranza garri*on at 
Nuevo Laredo declared today. 
General Garza in a statement made 
public through tile Mexican consul 
in Laredo 
admitted 
the shooting 
was done by soldiers at a Carranza 
outpost. 
General 
Garza’* 
statement 
dse- 
d ares that immediately after learn­ 
ing o f the incident the general pro­ 
ceeded to the "pot where the shoot­ 
ing occurred. 
The soldiers at the 
outpost admitted the shooting, de­ 
claring the aviators were over Mex­ 
ican soil. 
The commander 
of the 
outpost was absent at the time. 
The soldier*, 
said, 
according to 
Garza’s statement, that they had re­ 
ceived many complaints of aviators 
Hying over Mexican soil, but these 
protest* had been repeatedly ignored. 
He said the aviators had l>een tak­ 
ing photograph^ of Mexican terri­ 
tory.

northw0*t of 
Laredo when 
Clipt. McNabb and Lieutenant John­ 
son, his pilot, landed there after the 
-hooting, told the United Pres* here

border. 
Leyenbeeker said 
many persons on his farm saw the 
airplane 
Hying at a 
low altitude

when the 
Mexicans opened fire.

the Mexicans

the plane swerved immediately and 
started for the ranch house. 
Capt. McNabb was resting easily 
today and it w as declared the bullet 
wound in his head is not serious.

hold common school licenses may be 
hired to teach in grades seven and 
eight on these licenses, but that all 
such teachers must necessarily hold 
junior high school licenses before the 
school can be approved and recognized 
a junior high school by the state 
department of education. 
Any teacher who holds a common 
school license and makes additional 
license in high school English and 
high school science of education will 
be ’eligible for approval in this re ­ 
spect bv the state board of educa­ 
tion, 
For this reason it is advisable 
that all teachers who teach in ju n ­ 
ior high schools which will ask for 
proper recognization, take examina­ 
tion in these additional subjects and 
hold licenses in same; or a better 
procedure would be for the teachers 
to write for new junior high school 
licenses in the subjects they teach, 
together 
with 
junior 
high 
school 
English and high school science. 
If a junior high school license is 
made as late as January there will 
be ample time to have schools a p ­ 
proved as Junior high schools by the 
state board of education
